During the course of the conversation CAPONE mxulA 
atop and ask, *Khat were we talking about?* and he would have

During the course of the interview, AL CAPONE spoke 
of * Sonny " his eon, who is now a lawyer and who graduated from 
Notre Dame* He stated he had receiwed a letter from the school 
authorities at Notre Dame informing him that his son was a 
diligent student but that he shunned recreation, CAPONE stated 
that RALPH ROE, Fugitive, was a likeable fellow and that it was 
his opinion ROE had actually escaped* Be stated that he doubted 
whether COI£ made a successful escape but could not eTjflfiln wny 
one would get away and not the other* He stated that the 
Alcatraz Institution »a* so tight he did not believe ROE or COLE, 
or any other inmate could possibly get information out of Alcatraz 
for assistance in having a boat meet him. He stated both of these 
men worked in the mat shop making mats out of tire casings, and it 
was the general thought that automobile inner tubes had been left 
in some of the tiers and they had effected their escape by use of 
the inner tubes. 

CAPONE then spoke of a JBflff^UCAS who had stabbed 
him four times in the back at Alcatraz* He stated that he smashed 
LUCiiS with a banjo* He stated he had previously been approached by 
LUCAS requesting his assistance to escape from Alcatraz*

CAPONE stated thai he end RALPH intended to establish 
four furniture and autonriole factories in Florida, and that 
this would give enployWt to thousands of People, He stated be 
did not intend to go te Chicago and neithe/ he nor his brother 
RALPH was going to emf&ge in any rackets*/ He stated he and the , 
family owned a lot /f stock in the Pabst Arewery; that they had 
extensive interests in greyhound racing ^Establishment j that he 
still owned thefefeolosimo Cafe and the Jjfctropole Hotel in Chicago. 
CAPONE, during the course of the interview, seeme'dTlo have plenty 
of courage and spoke in big figures. He stated they had paid over 
{300,000.00 income tax last year* 

He continually stated that RALPH CAPONS was making 
all th e plana. He spoke of other connections in the pft9t, naming 
CLAREN C^DaHHOVT as one of his former attorneys. When conversing on 
old activities and racketeering connections, CAPO HE gave confidential, 
sly winks of hie left eye at frequent Intervals* He was not question- 
ed on the divorce matter*
